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Young Men Of 
County Register 


Next Tuesday 


Two hundred und thirty-two 
young men in Coffee County are 
expected to register with the two 
Selective Service Boards on next 
Tuesday, July ist, according to 
figures released last week by 
General Ben M, Smith, State Di- 
vector of Selective Service, It 
is estimated that one hundred 
and fifteen will register with 
Board No. 1 at Elba and one hun- 
agred and seventeen with Board 
No. 2 in Enterprise. 

Under the first call for regis- 
tration, which included all males 
who were between the ages of 
21 and 86 on October 16, 1940, 
Coffee County registered 3,726 
men. The new registration is ex- 
pected to bring the total to 3,958 
men registered for Selective Ser- 
vice in this county. 

Under a recent proclamation by 
the President, all men who will 
have reached their 2ist birthday 
between October 16, 1940, and 
July 1, 1941, are required to reg- 
ister on July 1, 1941. All Coffee 
1esidents who live in the Elba 
Court division are expected to 
register at Elba and those in the 
Enterprise division will register 
at Enterprise, sometime between 
the hours of 7:00 A. M. and 9:00 
eels 

In the event a man who is sub- 
ject to registration should find 
himself away from home on July 
ist, he may register at any Local 
Board that is convenient for him. 
Such registrants are cautioned, 
however, to give their correct 
home address when registering so 
that their home community will 
get the benefit of their registra- 
tion.

NEGRO HERO, WELL DIGGER, 
LOSES LIFE FROM GAS 


Enterprise, Ala.—‘Uncle’ Ran- 
dolph Flowers, aged Negro well- 
cigger, hero and winner of a Car- 
negie Medal in 1931, came to his 
death one morning last week at 
the bottom of a well and O, V 
Arrington, white FSA farmer, 
narrowly escaped death in the 
same incident, 

Flowers had been engaged to 
repair an old abandoned well at 
the home of a Negro tenant far- 
mer on the Anderson place in Mt. 
Pleasant community. He was ov- 
ercome shortly after he entered 
the well by poison gas. 

Mr. Arrington, who lived at 
the adjacent farm, went to the 
rescue and succeeded in tying a 
rope around Flowers before be- 
ing overcome himself, A near 
panic ensued among the specta- 
tors before a Negro youth named 
Lampley volunteered to enter the 
well with a rope secured about 
his waist and another for Arring- 
ton, All were raised to the sur- 
face, 

Arrington was revived by arti- 
ficial respiration but Flowers was 
dead. 

In 1931 “Uncle Randolph” at 
great personal peril, entered a 
caved well near New Brockton 
and rescued Homer Boutwell, 
young white farmer buried for a 
lengthy period under the treach- 
erous earth, 

For this he was awarded a Car- 
negie hero medal and $1,000 in 
cash. He purchased a small farm 
near Enterprise with his award.

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Provisions For 
Marketing 1941 


Peanuts Given 


Regulations governing market- 
ing of the 1941 peanut crop were 
unnounced this week by the Ag- 
ricultural Adjustment Adminis- 
tration. Marketing quotas on pea- 
nuts were approved for 3 years 
recently when farmers returned 
u favorable vote of more than 87 
per cent, 

The peanut quota for each 
farm is the actual production on 
the 1941 acreage allotment under 
the Agricultural Conservation 
Program, Marketings in excess 
of the farm quota will be subject 
lo a penalty of 8 cents a pound, 
unless the excess peanuts are de- 
livered to an agency designated 
by the Secretary of Agriculture, 
In the latter case, the farmer 
will receive the current price of 
peanuts for crushing into oil, 

Hugh D. Sexton, Coffee County 
agent, said the regulations pro- 
vide for three types of marketing 
cards, Farmers who plant within 
their acreage allotments will re- 
ceive “within quota” cards, while 
those who overplant will receive 
either a “limited marketing’? card 
or an “excess marketing” card. 

Th e “within quota” card indi- 
cates that the farm's entire pro- 
duction may be marketed without 
penalty. The “limited market- 
ing” card allows  penalty-free 
marketing up to a stated amount, 
above which the peanuts market- 
ed are subject to penalty. The 
“excess marketing’ card  speci- 
files a certain percentage of each 
sale upon which the farmer must 
pay a penalty. 

Peanut buyers are required to 
keep records, to collect the pen- 
alty from farmers who sell pea- 
nuts in excess of the farm quota, 
and to file reports and remit any 
penalties collected to the State 
AAA office. Operators of pea- 
nut picking and threshing ma- 
chines also are required to keep 
1ecords of all peanuts handled for 
farmers and to submit such rec- 
ords to the county AAA office.

LESSONS FROM THE EARLY 
CHURCH 


LESSON TEXT—I Corinthians 3;1-15, 

GOLDEN TEXT—For other foundation 
ean no man lay than that ts laid, which 
{s Jesus Christ.—I Corinthians 3:11, 


Corinth in the time of Paul was a 
great city, as renowned for Its com- 
merce and culture as it was notori- 
ous for its vice and licentiousness 
Here on his second missionary jour- 
ney, Paul, with Silas and Timothy, 
spent 18 months winning many to 
Christ, in spite of the hostility of the 
Jews and the opposition of wicked 
men. 

The church established in Corinth 
became the victim of a factional 
spirit which divided the loyalty of 
the people, hindering spiritual 
growth, destroying discipline, and 
resulting in low standards of life. 

Paul found it necessary to write to 
the church regarding its difficulties, 
and we may well learn salutary les- 
sons from his epistle. 

I, A Lesson in Spirituality (vv. 
1-4), 

The further a man drifts from his 
place of spiritual power and useful- 
ness, the more apt he is to try to 
keep up a “front,’’ to take up any 
possible means of justification, The 
Corinthian church was divided into 
four groups, each one priding itself 
on being right. There was ‘‘a Paul- 
ine party, overzealous for the founder 
of the church; an Apollonian party, 
bewitched by the oratory of Apollos; 
a Petrine party, which, claiming 
Peter as authority, was bent on mix- 
ing Jewish ideas with Christianity; 
and a Christ party, which, in antag- 
onizing other elements, became it- 
self a faction’’ (Moore). (See I Cor. 
1:11-13.) All this activity was cover- 
ing up the fact that they were hav- 
ing. 

1, Milk Instead of Meat (vv. 1, 
2). In other words they were spir- 
itual babes when they should have 
been grown-ups. Milk is a marvelous 
food, but there is need of stronger 
food for virile men and women. 

How true it is that many ministers 
must spoon-feed or bottle-feed a lot 
of spiritual babes who should long 
since have grown up to the place 
where they can feed themselves and 
help others. » 

2. Strife Instead of Stability (vv. 
8, 4). God does not want Chris- 
tians to be like other men. When 
will we learn that lesson? One of 
the sure ways to stifie spiritual 
growth in a church or in an individ- 
ual life is to engage in strife, Let 
us heed Paul’s admonition and put 
away our bickerings, that we may 
become strong in the Lord. 

II, A Lesson on Service (vv. 5-15). 

Here is helpful instruction to 
the minister regarding his calling. 
Brethren, let us judge ourselves in 
the light of it lest we hinder God's 
work by having the wrong attitude 
or encourage our people to think 
carelessly on this important subject. 

1. The Minister (vv. 5-9). There 
is no higher or holier calling than 
that to the ministry. We should not 
forget that, and will not, but will 
rather glorify the calling, when we 
realize that ‘‘minister’’ (v. 5) means 
“servant,” ‘‘attendant,’’ or ‘‘wait- 
er.”’ So Paul and Apollos, men of 
highest office and highest gifts, were 
God’s waiters, to bring forth the 
bread of life; His servants, to plant 
and cultivate His field; and His 
builders, laboring on His building. 
Ministers are only instruments in 
God’s hands, but they should be 
clean, well-prepared, and submis- 
sive instruments in His hands. 


2. The Manner (v. 10). The ser- 
vant of God must take heed how he 
builds. If, like Paul, he has the 
privilege of laying the foundation, he 
must be careful that it is the true 
foundation and is properly laid. He 
who builds must aiso be careful that 
every stone he lays is fitly placed 
and well-chosen, 

3, The Materials (vv. 11, 12). 
How important it is that the materi- 
als of a building be right, If that be 
true of a physical building, it is a 
thousand times more important in 
God's building. 

First of all there is only one foun- 
dation which the true minister can 
lay—Jesus Christ. It is the only 
foundation upon which anyone can 
build a lasting life structure for time 
and for eternity. 

But there are other materials in 
the building which need to be chosen 
with care. It will not do for the 
minister to substitute the wood, hay, 
and stubble of his wisdom or the 
philosophy of men for the gold, sil- 
ver, and precious stones of God's 
Word. Terrifying shame and loss is 
all that can result from such folly, 
for remember there is a day of judg- 
ment coming. 

4. The Manifestation (vv. 13-15). 
Flaming fire will one day reveal how 
we have built. The ‘wood-hay-and- 
stubble’ preacher or teacher of 
God’s Word may himself be saved, 
but, oh, the tragedy of coming into 
God’s presence after years of serv- 
ice like a man who has escaped from 
a burning building empty-handed; 
saved from the fire himself, but 
ashamed that he has so built as to 
suffer loss.

‘Better Diets’ Is 


Part Of Campaign 
By FSA Clients 


(By Nell Fannin Hutchison) 

Nutrition—or Better Diets for 
Stronger People Campaign has 
become one of the most impor- 
tant sectors of the “Food for De- 
fense”’ campaign of the U, S, De- 
partment of Agriculture, accord- 


ing to W, L, McArthur, Project 
Manager of the FSA in Coffee 
County, 


With a nutrition unit to be or- 
ganized in every county in the 
nation, the Farm Security Admin- 
istration is pledged to take part 
in the program and will work in 
Coffee County in cooperation with 
other agencies, 

Regional staff members of FSA 
in the Fifth Region (Alabama, 
Georgia, South Carolina and Flor- 
ida) have outlined the special 
part of FSA in the program as 
including: To increase the con- 
sumption of yellow vegetables by 
100 per cent to change old and 
inherited food habits; to induce 
the use of eggs, milk and vege- 
tables and other “protective” 
foods; to supplement diets with 
foods to which farm families are 
accustomed but which are not 
used with best effects; to work 
not only for production but for 
distribution, education and bridg- 
ing the gap between low incomes 
and needs; to link diet necessi- 
ties with fundamental needs like 
longer tenure of land which will 
develop pastures, soil enrichment 
and improvement of living condi- 
tions generally, 

Farm Security families in Cof- 
fee County have available seed 
for continuous plantings, New 
emphasis is being placed on rais- 
ing and canning foods for proper 
and adequate diets. 

Plans are under way for the 
expansion of the school lunch 
program which is a big factor in 
better nutrition, 

“Every effort will be made,” 
said Mr, McArthur, ‘to enrich 
the diets of the low-income fam- 
ilies on our program. Although 
this campaign has become a na- 
tional movement, we feel that a 
special obligation rests upon the 
Farm Security Administration. 
The work of the FSA, perhaps 
more than that of any other agen- 
cy, lies among the groups of low- 
est income, among whom is likely 
to be found the greatest number 
of persons undernourished to the 
extent that an alarming number 
of its youth are found to be unfit 
for military service because of 
dietary deficiencies,” 

“We shall work to see that di- 
ets of FSA families measure up 
to the nutritional ‘Gold Standard’ 
which includes: one pint of milk 
a day for adults and more for 
children; a serving of meat; one 
egg, two vegetables, one of which 
shall be green or yellow; two 
fruits, one of which shall be rich 
in Vitamin C, found abundantly 
in citrus fruits and tomatoes; 
some butter; breads, flour, cer- 
reals, most preferably all whole 
wheat grain or enriched,” 


DIGGING AND STORING 


Dig Irish potatoes when the 
vines begin to die and fall over. 
It left in the ground longer than 
this they will not store well. This 
is the advice L, M, Ware, Exper- 
iment Station horticulturist, Au- 
burn, gives Alabama farmers pre- 
paring to harvest the spring crop 
of potatoes. 

Additional “pointers’ by Ware 
on digging and storing Irish po- 
atoes include: 

1. Do not allow potatoes to be 
exposed to the sun any longer 
than absolutely necessary after 
digging. Exposure causes rotting 
in storage. 

2. Follow the plow and pick up 
potatoes immediately after being 
turned up. 

3. Store in crates that permit 
free circulation of air. Orange 
crates make ideal containers, Do 
not put more than one bushel in 
each crate, 

4. Place crates in cool, dry 
place for storage. Storm cellars, 
crib, or under the house are good 
places for storing. 

5. Store only good size, sound 
potatoes. Cull bruised and small 
potatoes for immediate use or for 
fall planting. 


NUTRITIONAL CONFERENCE 
RECOMMENDS MORE FOODS 


Among the final recommenda- 
tions of the National Nutrition 
Conference for Defense were 
these: 

1. Increase the production of ag- 
ricultural products in which the 
American diet is deficient, 

2. Encourage greater use of re- 
sources for home foods, by means 
of conservation practices, pasture 
improvement and gardens, 

3. Improve distribution of foods 
through new methods and econ- 
omies in processing, marketing, 
packaging and labelling. 

4, Make the fullest possible use 
of such practical devices as the 
food stamp plan and school lunch 
program. 

5. Mobilize every educational 
media and method to accomplish 
these purposes,

Automobile Upholsterer 
‘Chews’ 14,000,000 Tacks 


TOLEDO, OHIO. — Meet Emil 
Goede, ‘‘the man with a three-ring 
circus on his, tongue,’ who for 30 
years hag worked with four different 
kinds of tacks in his mouth, a chaw 
of tobacco and now and then a swig 
of soda pop. 

Emil is an upholsterer in the Wil- 
lys-Overland automobile plant here 
—a job which he has held since 1907 
—and during the last three decades 
nearly 14,000,000 tacks have passed 
from his mouth to the tip of his 
small tack hammer, The trick, he 
explains, is to keep each kind of 
tack in a different part of the mouth 
—one type in each cheek, a third 
nestling against the roof of the 
mouth, and the fourth between the 
lower teeth and lip. 

He says the millions of tacks that 
have passed through his mouth have 
hardened his tongue a little—‘‘which 
doesn't matter’’—but he isn’t sure 
that the dozen or so which he’s swal- 
lowed have hardened his stomach. 

Goede started mouthing tacks in 
the furniture upholstering business in 
Grand Rapids, then came to Toledo 
when the automobile business start- 
ed to grow. ‘ 

He is the dean of “‘tackers’’ at the 
plant, but there’s real competition 
at the next work bench in the person 
of Mrs. Verba Johnson, ‘I don’t 
chew tobacco,’’ Mrs. Johnson re- 
marked, ‘‘but I do a pretty good job 
with gum.” 

As for the rest of the employees 
on the assembly line, they just smile 
and say: ‘‘Goede's one gent who has 
a real ‘tacks’ problem.”
